HELD USER FEES: The draft report of the Field User Feee SubCom was discussed after Olsen reviewed the meetings the 
subcom had held. There is no consensus between the interested parties. Not all have been included. The subcom did not 
recommend levying fees on youth groups because of the uncertainty concerning keyissues affecting field maintenance 
costs such as the effect of Peirce Field rennovation and watering. Members expressed concern that assessing a fee to 
ACHS atthis point would undercut support for the objectives ofthe proposal. 

VOTED that the fee page be part of the final report w/o the ACHS fee. 8-5 

VOTED that a Town Meeting committee with broad representation of groups interested in the playing fields be formed to 
report to next year’s Town Meeting, and that the agenda ofthe committee be simiiarto the subcom’s draft. 13-0
